- “he strike will be a failure,’’ said Mr.

Views on the Settlement. 
“When the strike for the 69-cent rate is 
won,” said Mr. Dolan, “‘ we can hold a joint 
meeting of operators and miners and de- 
termine on a price for run of mine of coal. . 
Of course a miner in the thick vein can dig 
more coal than one in the thin vein fleld, but 
that can be regulated easily enough. There 
can be a limit put on the output of a mine 
and the amount of coal a man shall dig. 
We will not pay any attention to the chango 
in the weighing system at present. It wi!l 
time to consider that matter when the 
strike is over. The prospects for success 
are brighter today than at any time since 
the strike was inaugurated. I have just re- 
ceived a telegram from President Ratchford, 
in which he says he has received informa- 
tion that the miners in the Fairmont dis- 
trict of West Virginia are out and every- 
thing is in good shape. He believes every 
mine in West Virginia will be idle by Mon- 
day.. I have a letter from Winston Green, 
one of our organizers. He writes that he is 
meeting with great success, and says the 
diggers in the Flat Top region have agreed 
to come out as soon as they hear that the 
miners in the Fairmont fields are out.”’ 
District Secretary William Warner is 
strongly in favor of the uniformity move- 
ment, and is using his best_efforts to bring 
about a settlement of the big strike on this 
Arbitration, he says, will not be 
necessary if uniformity is accomplished.

REND REFUSES TO SIGN. 


OBJECTS TO AGREEMENT TO ARBI- 
TRATE COAL STRIKE. 


Declares the Ninety-seven Per Cent 

Clause Is Only a Loophole to Allow 
| De Armit to Escape—Will Approve 
if This Section Is Stricken Out—Ex- 
pects to Go to Pittsburg Next Week 
~—Heated Interview with Commis- 
‘sioners Ridgiecy and Calet. 


Edward D. Ridgley and Horace R. Calef, 
members of the Illinois State Board of Ar- 
bitration, came all the way from Pittsburg, 
Pa., yesterday in the effort to induce W. P. 
Rend to sign the agreement to arbitrate 
the miners’ strike on the terms dictated by 
W. P. De Armit. 

The agreement was submitted to Mr. Rend 
at his office and a heated interview followed 
in which Mr. Ridgley and Mr. Rend did most 
of the talking. 

It all ended in Mr. Rend’s positive refusal 
to sign the agreement in its present form. 
He said he was more than willing to arbi- 
trate, but he did not propose to recognize

A simple transfer 
of title has defeated the law and the stores 
remain as a persuasion over the heads of the 
miners, who must trade with them or lose 
their jobs. When pay day comes around 
they have little or nothing to show for their 
work, as the exorbitant prices charged by 
the company stores have eaten up their 
wages.

APPEAL TO WEST VIRGINIA MINERS. 


Strike Managers Say the Mountain 
State Men Hold the Key to the 
Situation. 


Columbus, ©., July 16.—[Special.]—A tele- 
gram was received*today from Vice Pres- 
ident Haskens of the Ohio miners, and Fred 
Dilcher, member of the National Executive 
board, who are now in West Virginia, to the 
effect that 200 miners at the Handley mines 
and 100 men employed at the Riverside 
mines had quit work this morning, and oth- 
ers were expected to follow their example 
‘before night. The telegram also stated that 
they had organized four local unions, and 
every where a spirit was manifest to act with 
the organization. 

W. D. Mahon, President of the street rail- 
way employés, who is also in the West Vir- 
ginia field, reports everything coming the 
miners’ way in the Fairmont district. The 
miners there are clamoring for Debs to 
come. J. R. Sovereign, General Master 
Workman of the Knights of Labor, was in 
this city and offered his services to Presi- 
dent Ratchford. After a consultation it was 
decided that Mr. Sovereign should leave to- 
night for Thacker, W. Va., and assist in the 
united ‘movement to induge the miners of 
that district to join the strike. Mr. Sover- 
eign feels that, notwithstanding the differ- 
ences which existed between the Knights of 
Labor and the United Mine Workers in the 
past, all labor orgabitations should aid the 
miners in their struggle, and as for himself 
he is heart and soul with the movement. 

Secretary Pearce has received the most 
cheering information from the Bellaire dis- 
trict. All of the men are out and everything 
is quigt, the miners peacefully awaiting the 
success of the strike. 

It has been stated that a great deal of 
coal has been coming across the -bridge at 
Bellaire, but the special information in the 
hands of Secreiary Pearce is to the effect 
that there has been little coal run over the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie sirice last Friday, 
the total being only sixty-five cars. Very 
Jittle has passed over the Cleveland, Lorain 
and Wheeling since the Fourth of July, and 


since then. 

Pittsourg, Pa., July 16.—[ Special. |—James

He Telegraphs to His Representatives

Cleveland, O., July 16.—[Special.}—Sena- 
tor M. A. Hanna has announted his destre 
and has taken steps to bring ebout a settie- 
ment of the soft coal strike by arbitration. 
He has wired his representatives here to co- 
operate in a movement with other operators 
to end the great struggle in an amicable 
manner. 

The Senator wired his office this afternoon 
as follows: “ See other coal operators and 
urge them to join in the movement for an 
amicable settlemeht of the coal strike at 
Pittsbilts.’’: 

This telegram was sent immediately on 
receipt by Senator Hanna of the telegraphic 
appeals from the Labor Commissioners at 
Pittsburg, who ere endeavoring to adjust the 
miners’ strike. 

He telegraphed Little, Bishop and others 
at Pittsburg as follows: 

“Telegram received. Our coal interests 
at Pittsburg are represented by Thomas 
Young, who is there and will codperate along 
the lines suggested. I will wire Cleveland, 
urging other operators to join in the move- 
ment. Will gladly codperate and will urge 
other operators to do the same.” | 

Mr. Young, manager for Mr. Hanna, has 
returned from Pittsburg and stated this 
evening that he would confer with Cleve- 
land operators tomorrow urging them to use 
their influence toward bringing the strike to 
an amicable adjustment. 


MR. DE ARMIT’S UNIFORMITY PLAN. 


He Will Name the Miners That Are to 
Be Represented in the Con- 
tract. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 16.—[Special.]—De 
Armit has agreed to name the mines that 
will be required to have representation on 
the contract before it is acceptable to him 
so that there cannot be any misunderstand- 
‘ing on this point. It is understood that in 
this list De Armit inciudes all the mines 
now in what is properly known as the Pitts- 
burg district, with the addition of those 
outside of the eastern confines of the field 
that he wanted to have included in the last 
azreement. The latter, when he was un- 
able to bring them into line, were responsi- 
ble for the failure of the movement. Those 
particular mines include the Lyons Run, 


Vania Gas, Red Stone, Manor Shaft, and 
others. For seme of these operators De 
Armit will be personally responsible when 
the uniformity agreement is presented for 
signatures. For others he asks the aid of 
the committee and thinks they can be ob- 
tuincd. As to those who remain on the out- 
side after his own influence and the com- 
bined influence of the miners and operators 
have been exerted, he says he will agree to 
have them eliminated. This statement De 
Armit made ofticially to General Little. De 
Armit also told General Little that he wouid 
go to the central offices in Philadelphia of 
some of these companies if he could not 
arrange the details by telegraph. He in- 
vited General Litile to accompany him on 
this trip. 

The arbitrators are working systematical- 
ly to gather support for the contract. Sen- 
ator M. A. Hanna, Frank Osborne, and other 
leading Cleveland operators have been dl- 
rectly appealed to. Edward Ridgeley and 
Horace R. Calef, members of the Illinois 
State Board of Arbitration, have gone to en- 
list the coiperation of Colonel Rend and 
James Elisworth. It is not likely that the 
peace cOmmissioners will meet with any op- 
position in that quarter, especially from.

thinking would be useless. 


Ridgiey’s Daal Position. 

Commissioner Ridgley holds a rather pecu- 
liar dual position in relation to ‘the strike, 
and it is feared his interests may clash be- 
fore it can be settled. He was recently ap- 
pointed a member of the State Arbitration 
commission by Governor Tanner, and in his 
capacity as a paid representative of the 
State he is bound to use his best endeavor 
aoe about a settlement as soon as pos- 
sible. | 

On the other hand, he is largely interested 
in the Consolidated Coal company of Tlli- 
nois, which is one of the few companies with 
its mines still at work, turning out coal at 
a time when the market is booming, and 
with every prospect of higher prices and 
bigger profits the longer the strike is con- 


tinued. 
Mr. Ridgiey’s father is President of the 
“Jay Gould up’ of mines, and he is 


credited with Being opposed to a settlement 
of the strike by arbitration. 

According to telegraphic advices from 
Pittsburg the Ridgleys and the De Armit 
following hold similar opinions in relation 
to an equitable settlement of thé treuble. 

It is also asserted by many I!linois operat- 
ors that the Ridgleys hold the same rela- 
tive position to the Illinois situation as does 
De Armit in Pittsburg and vicinity. The 
Illinois men say they would be willing to set- 
tle all differences with the miners by ar- 
bitration, provided President Ridgley of the 
Consolidated company will agree to the same 
terms of settlement. 

Rend Denies One Report. 

Mr. Ridgley declared yesterday that the 
operators down East are all signing the De 
Armit agreement. Colonel Rend promptly 
Genied the statement and produced dozens 
of telegrams from big Eastern operators 
who declared they would never recognize 
the scheme. Some of the messages contain 
strong and emphatic language. 

Colonel Rend told his visitors at parting 
that he intended going to Pittsburg on Mon- 
day morning and would spend a week there 
if necessary to aid in bringing about a 
peaceful settlement of the trouble. 

Both commissioners admitted last night 
the strike ts apparently as far from settle- 
ment as ever and they regard the situation 
as serious indeed. It is also admitted that 
the strikers are gaining daily in strength 
and confidence, and private advices show 
the West Virginia miners are wavering and 
may go out almost in a body when the wave 
of strike fever reaches them. 

One local operator said the West Virginia 
mine-owners are preparing to resist the 
effect of the coming invasion of labor agi- 
tetors, and threats are made by some of an 
intent to enjoin Debs et al. from trespassing 
on the property of the mining companies, 
Labor leaders say if this sort of a campaign 

‘is attempted it will have a counter effect 
which will serve to greatly aid the strike 
movement, because it is believed the miners 
are in no mood to: brook coercion and will 
insist On deciding the proposition to strike 
without the aid of the operators. 


Local Market Easier. 


The local coal market was a little easier 


yesterday, despite the effort of the dealers. 
with stocks on hand to keep up the panicky 
feeling among buyers, The reports of a 
coming settlement sent out from Pittsburg 
had the effect of stopping for a day the up- 
ward tendency of the price list. 

It is apparent, however, that the $4 mark 
is come to stay as far as high grade soft 


the strikers. Both operators and miners are 
agreed that there is nothing to lose but 
everything to gain if the strike succeeds. 

“I live in the heart of the coal fields of 
Indiana, and the miners there are my per- 
sonal friends. I am familiar with the con- 
ditions under which they have been com- 
pelled to work, and this accounts for my 
being in Columbus today. I know of my 
own knowledge that it has been a sharp 
struggle with many of them to keep starva- 
tion from their children. In addition to 
this the miners in the Hocking Valley coal 
fields uniformly stood by us during our 
troubles in 1894, and we haven't forgotten 
it. This is not a time to discuss organiza- 
tion or schemes. This is a conflict for the 
sustenance of life, and if these multiplied 
thousands of famishing coal miners are 
suffered to go down in defeat it will be an 
unerring indication that our civilization is 
a failure. | 

“It would not be a bad thing to remember 
that while the men’s wages have gone down 
the. dear public has been paying the same 
old price for coal. The query is, wheré does 
the difference go? And it may also be 
asked how it is that some of the operators 
can pay an advance,.as they say they are 
willing to do, while others claim 
it cannot be done? I am more familiar with 
the situation in Indiana and Illinois than 
Ohio, and there is no doubt of the success of 
the strike as far as those States are con- 
cerned. All of the miners in those States 
are out except a few in private mines. This 
information as regards Illinois was brought 
to me by a special representative whom I 
sent into that field. The Indiana situation 


_| was given to me by one of the largest operat- 


ors, who said that he wanted the miners to 
win,”’ 

President Ratchford evidently has little 
faith in the settlement of the great coal 
miners’ strike by the plan proposed by De 
Armit, the Pittsburg operator. 

When asked what he thought of De Ar- 
mit’s proposition Mr. Ratchford said: ‘I 
am not concerned about De Armit. He is 
always trying to palm off something on the 
public that seems feasible in order to get the 
miners and operators to work on it, while 
he continues to get his men to work for low 
wages. The Pittsburg operators have laid 
themselves at his feet on several occasions 
and conceded all that he asked to securea 
settlemen& but after having accomplished 
his selfish purpose he thas always managed 
to wriggle out of the agreement.

COAL PRICES ARE MOVING UPWARD. 


Advance in Freight Rates by the Bal- 
timore and Ohio on the West 
Virginia Prodact. 


Cleveland, O., July 16,—[Special.]—Coal 
dealers are alarmed by the action of the 
Baltimore and Ohio in advancing its rate 
on coal from West Virginia from $1.05 to 
$1.50. Quotatiuns received from West Vir- 
ginia show that We&St Virginia coal is béing 
sold at from $1 to $1.25 on track at the 
mines. The rate of $1.50 made by the Balti- 
more and Ohio may shut West Virginia coal 
out of Cleveiand. 

General Munager Johnson of the Cleveland 
Terminal and Valley railroad said: 

“The Baltimore ard Ohio road has, as 
reported, advanced the freight tariff for 
= Virginia coai from $1.05 to $1.50 per 
on. 

“ The action was not taken, however, with 
the object of preventing the shipment of 


West Virginia coal, as has been stated, but 


was simply because the road concluded that 
if the operators were reaping a golden har- 
vest from the increased price of coal they 
might as well have a share of it. 

“I see no reason why shipments of West 
Virginia coal should not be continued. We 
received about sixty or seventy cars yester- 
day and expect that many daily henceforth.”

NAVY PREPARING FOR EMERGENCIES. 


‘Warships on the Pacific Coast Or- 
dered to Remain in Readiness— 


Rushing Repair Work. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 16.—The Bulletin 
says that it has received reliable information 
to the effect that the Navy department has 
determined not to be caught napping tn the | 
event of trouble with the Japanese over the 
annexation of the Hawaiian Islands. All 
orders for the department which would have 
resulted in moving ships of the Pacific and 
Asiatic squadron from headquarters to dis- 
tant points have been temporarily sus- 
pended. 

While the authorities at Washington ‘deny 
that there is any effort to keep all available 
vessels at ports where orders can reach 
them at short notice, naval officers admit 
that such a scheme is being carried out and 
that orders have been issued to the Asiatic 
squadron requiring the fleet to make no 
move and to hold themselves in readiness 
to return -to the East or proceed to Hawaii 
on short notice. The report that the coast 
defense monitors Monadnock and Monterey 
will be sent to Honolulu is denied and the 
statement is’ made that they will be held on 
the coast.

company will absolutely control the market 
from this date,’’ the dealers were told with- 
out mincing of words. “‘ After Aug 1 there 
will be only one office in Chicago for the sale 
of glucose, unless the Pope people are still 
in the market.”’ 

Incidentally the mixers were informed that 
they would be able to make little maple sirup 
and New Orleans open kettle molasses at 
present. Those who felt they had to have 
glucose managed to buy 4 few barrels from 
the Chicago company at $1.05, an advance 
of five cents over the previous day's prices. 
When they went to the agent of the Ameri- 
can Glucose company and of the Rockford 
Sugar Refining company they were in- 
formed their-plants closed down Wednesday 
and Thursday respectively “on account of 
the coal strike."’ 

The Firmenich Manufacturing company 
had only a few barrels to offer.

Since then the price of glu- 
cose has been going lower and lower every 
year. It touched rock bottom last spring, 
when at least one lot was sold for 71 cents.

It was pointed out that the chemical affin- 
ity between sugar and glucose is not a bit 
closer than the ties of blood between the 
head of the Chicago Refining company and 
one of the directors of the American Sugar 
Refining company, commonly known as the 
sugar trust. Conrad H. Matthiessen is the 
nephew of 8. O. Matthiessen and it is under- 
stood has the latter’s support, both financial 
and intellectual, in the management of the 
glucose business. 

Conrad H. Matthiessen is at present in 
New York, ‘So fs J. W. Doane, Presidént of 
the Rockford company. The Hamlins of 
Buffalo were the controlling spirits in the 
American Glucose company. It ts under- 
stood they were entirely willing to quit. The 
terms of the new deal were dictated, accord’ 
ing to the most trustworthy reports, by the 
elder Matthiessen. 

Pope Company Is Out. 

The Pope Glucose company has not been 
included in the combination. A message to 
Geneva, Ill, where this company’s offices 
ere located, elicited the information that the 
formation of the monopoly company had 
come to the notice of Charles Pope, but that 
he had not considered any propositions, 


We are not in the deal,”” said Mr. Pope's 


son. ‘** We shall continue to run the Geneva 
plant and may reopen the Venice refinery. 
We are not going to cut prices, but shall try 
to sell glucose.”’ 

The companies which have been engaging 
in the manufacture of .sirups in addition to 
that of the raw glucose are the Firmenich 
and the Davenport. The Firmenich has its 
offices in Chicago, but its refinery is at Mar- 
shalltown. 

This com has recently ceased doing 
a sirup busfness to a large extent, while the 
Davenport concern has been devoting itself 
to the sirup trade almost exclusively, to the 
great annoyance of the “ refiners ”’ and mix- 
ers. Joseph Firmenich, President of the 
Firmenich company and the pioneer refiner 
of glucose in this country, &aid last even- 
ing his company had not been included in 
the deal. 

Butler Professes Ignorance. 

In the absence of President Matthiessen 
Secretary S. T. Butler of the Chicago com- 
pany was asked for information about the 
consolidation deal. He professed ignor- 
ance, saying that none of the agents of the 
company were authorized to make any an- 
nouncement. He said he knew nothing 
about the trip of Mr. Glass up and down 
River and South Water streets and Michi- 
gan avenue.

They wear the carrier uni- 
form and are to mix with the earriers every 
day, hear their complaints and suggestions, 
and if their routes are badly laid out suggest 
improvements. .I explained to the new ap- 
pointees they were not to look upon them- 
selves as Bpies, but were to do everything 
openly, giving the carriers, especially new 
men and substitutes, the benefit of their 
experience, and to make daily reports.to 
myself and the station superintendents.”’ 

Mr. Gordon received the first day’s reports 
from the sergeants yesterday. The Post- 
master was much pleased with the evidences 
contained in the reports that the arrange- 
ment was favorably regarded by the super- 
‘intendents, foremen, and carriers as well.

North Dakota Farmers Prospering. 


Bismarck, N. D., July 16.—[Special.]—In- 
quiry among leading agents of loan com- 
panies develops the fact that few applicants 
for farm loans exist in comparison to former 
years and hundreds of farm mortgages have 
been paid in the last few years. The exact 
reduction of the mortgaged debt of the State 
would, be impossible to ascertain without 
investigation of the records of each county, 
but the aggregate decrease will be large. 


This improvement has come about through . 


more scientific farming, greater attention 
to diversification of products, and branch- 
ing out of the stock industry. The latter has 
assumed larger proportions among small 
farmers in the last few years than ever be- 
fore. Applications for hundreds of new 
brands have been filed with the Secretary of 
State. Thé raising and shipping of stock 
is the most profitable occupation of farmers, 
and not until the last few years has it been 
taken advantage of here. P 

The advafhce in the price of wool has been 
worth hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
the State, and nearly every farmer has a 
fiock of sheep and receives part of the bene- 


fit. 
The new law allows the State Board of 
School Lands, which has the custody of

This is held by the mortgage and loan con- 
cerns to be a wonderful showing when it is 
taken into consideration that a vast amount 
of money was loaned in Minnesota during 
the boom times. It means that that much 
has been paid back over and above what has 
been borrowed. There have been practically 
no foreclosures. 

That the State has felt the pinch of hard 
times was one of the great factors that kept 
the farmers from going further into debt. 
When the bottom fell out of the boom the 
farmer was the first man to take to the 
woods. He immediately curtailed his ex- 
penses and practiced the closest economy. 


-The farmer incurred no new debts. 


Although diversified farming has gone a 
great way toward relieving the Minnesota 
farmer of his debt, by far the greatest factor 
has been the dairy interest. There are 
hundreds of creameries and half as many 
cheese factories in Minnesota, and the ma- 
jority of them have been established since 
1892. The effect of the establishment of 
these creameries has been almost elec- 
trical. It has been the principal 
cause of the large payments of mortgage 
loans. At the end of the month the farmers 
get cash for their product from the cream- 
eries. A great many of them, in fact almost 
all the larger creameries, are cotperative 
concerns, owned entirely by the farmers, 
who share the profits among themselves. In 
this manner they have always enough money 
to buy their groceries, clothing, and such 
necessary commodities of life, while on the 
farm they produce their own flour, vege- 
tables, and meats. The result is that from 
the sale of their wheat, oats, corn, pork, 


beef, etc., they realize a net profit. and it is. 


this money that has been used to pay off the 
mortgages. 2 
Plethora of Capital in Colorado, 

Denver, Colo., July 16.—[Special.]—Colo- 
rado has paid off debts approximating 
$2,000,000 since the first of the year; and 
bankers report more money in their vaults 
than they can possibly find use for. 

The Firset National Bank of Denver on 
the Ist of the month had $10,000,000 in de- 
posits, the greatest in the history of the 
institution, which is‘the oldest in the State. 
The managers say that they find less de- 
mand for funds than at any time since they 
embarked in business and that the bank 
has simply become a place cf deposit owing 
to the prosperous condition of the city and 
State, which precludes a ready market for 
loans. 

Never has there been so much loose money 
in the Western country, owing mainly to 
the introduction of feeding which has super- 
feded the old-fashioned range system in 
live stock raising. Colorady tarmers have 
embarked heavily in feeding of both: beef 
and sheep and have taken the place and 
profits that formerly accrued to the corn 
growers. 

In the city there is a great deal of building 
going on through a desire to employ funds 
that would otherwise be idle. ‘This takes 
away from the banks one of the most lucra- 
tive sources of loans, for building has always 
been carried on here on borrowed funds. 

Fruit growers, who have scored one of 
the most successful years in their history, 
say that they do not want money as the 
buyers are all too eager to get the crops 
to wait for the holders to move it. New 
York, Chicago, and St. Louis commission 
men are making advances that properly be- 
long to the Colorado banks.: They are tak- 
ing the fruit on the ground, and, as the 
value of that crop alone is estimated at 
$6,000,000, the effect of the introduction of 
outside capital, it may be seen, Is a serious 
handicap for the local holders of money. 

The mining worid is not taking any money, 
and the bank rate, which has usually been 
held in Denver at from 10 to 12 per cent, has 
falien to 5 and 6 per cent with money beg- 
ging for employment at those figures. 

Better Conditions in Montana. 

Helena, Mont., July 16.—[Special.}—In- 
formation obtained from loan agents and 
officials of this county is that the mortgage 
indebtedness is being gradually reduced 
and that this process has been going on for 
some tifne. Farming settlements are so 
small and widely separated that it is dim- 
cult to give their condition, though it is be. 
lieved to be improving slowly. In the sec- 
tions where stock growing is the chief in- 
dustry the improvement Is decidedly no- 
ticeable. Three years of plenty have put the 
sheep and cattle men in prime financial con- 
dition. The advance in wool this year has 
been particularly helpful for the sheepmer., 
who have had two years of favorable condi- 
tions on the ranges. 

The copper, gold, and coal mining camps 
of the State are working to their limit, and 
indebtedness will be gradually lessening in 
these camps. On the whole, the conditions 
in the State are improved.

PEDAGOGUES OPPOSED TO WHIPPING. 


F.ducators Discuss and Generally Dis- 
agree with Professor Small on 
Corporal Punishment. 


Professor Albion W. Small’s advocacy at 
Milwaukee of corporal punishment has heen 
discussed much in the last week by school 
authorities in Chicago. 

The pedagogical department of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago is careful to let none of its 
expressions on the subject get to the public. 
It is known, however, that most of the mem- 
bers of that department are opposed to Pro- 
fessor Small’s views. Dean Julia E. Bulk- 
ley thinks if a child cannot be ruled by moral 
influences it belongs to a grade approach- 
ing the criminal and should be treated ac- 
cordingly. 

Colonel Parker of the Cook County Normal 
School says: “ Both corporal punishment 
and bribery are positive evidences of weak- 
ness on the part of the teacher.”’ 

Superintendent Orville T. Bright of the 
Cook County schools has decided opinions 
on the subject. He says: 

**I certainly do believe in force, but brute 
force has no place inthe public school. The 
teacher who cannot rule without corporal 
punishment could not rule with it. 
the worst child.can be reached is proved by 
the fact that the Polk Street, the Stock- 
Yards, and the Harrison Street Schools are 
the best disciplined in the city, and at the 
head of each is a woman. I am firmly con- 
vinced after an experience of twenty-seven 
years that whipping in no case is resultant 
of any good in our public schools. I con- 
demn it most heartily.’’ 

Assistant Superintendent Leslie Lewis is 
glad the State laws forbid corporal punish- 
ment. He is convinced, however, that there 
should be truant schools for incorrigibles. 


KILLED AT EVANSTON GRADE CROSSING 


Dr. Eugene Kean Is Run Down by a 
Korthwestern Train—Bystanders 
Exonerate Railway Men, 


Dr. Eugene Kean, a chiropodist, 1809 Chi- 
cago avenue, Evanston, was instantly killed 
yesterday morning at the Grove street cross- 
ing in Evanston by a suburban train on the 
Northwestern railway. Dr. Kean was 72 
years old and had lived for three years in 
Evanston. 

He was standing just behind the gate- 
man’s tower, close to the Northwestern 
tracks, watching @ passenger train on the 
<t. Paul, when a Northwestern train, north- 
buund, ebseured by the tower, bore down 
on him. Just before the train reached the 
old man he stepped on the tracks. He was 
struck and Instantly killed,

necident was not due to the carelessness 
of any of the employés of the railroad. .

Itis entitled: “* True and im- 
partial data on the condition of the ‘ Recon- 
eentrados’ at Artemisa and Guanajay, 
Pinar del Rio Province.” It reads: 

“ According to the report of the civil gov- 


ernment of the Pinar del Rio Province from, 


Jan. 5 to Dec. 3, 1896, 71,000 known deaths 
occurred there. The inhabitants before the 
war numbered 240,000. ; 

“In Artemisa, a town of 9,000 inhabitants, 
of whom 5,900 resided in the town, while the 


rest lived in the rural districts, the normal 


yearly mortality was 150 persons, During 
1895 only 140 deaths occurred, according to 
the civil register of that town. 

‘Las Mangas and Cayajabos, towns near 
Artemisa, had, the former 5,000 inhabitants, 
and the latter 7,500. These towns having 
been destroyed, their inhabitants took ref- 
uge in Artemisa, as did also a large number 
of people from Candelaria and Qulebra- 
hacha, who, with those that'¢ame from the 
rural districts of these towns, Tormed a 
total of 21,000 persons in the Town of Arte- 
misa. Of these 12,000 have @isappeared; 
some of them through exile, others by death, 
while others joined thé rebels, There now 
remain only about 10,000, of whom 4,000 are 
absolutely deprived of means of subsistence, 
a large number of them dying daily from 
want. Some of them are sick, all are starv- 
ing, without medicines or food. They seem 
like animated skeletons, having for resi- 
dence the streets and porticos, living shut 
up in trenches, having no work or means of 
earning a living. The few able-bodied men 
who remain are compelled to work on the 
fortifications without remuneration. 


Awful and Imposing Sight. 


“The sight of these unhappy victims of 
misfortune so great is really awful and im- 


' posing. The greater number are women 


and children, who have lost their fathers, 
husbands, or brothers. The men have been 
either assassinated, some as suspects and 
others to satisfy personal animosities, or 
driven into exile. These unfortunate peo- 
ple are forbidden even to go out to the coun- 
try to dig up roots for food, doubtless be- 
cause, as the military Governor frequently 
remarks, ‘the seed must be exterminated * 
—viz.: the Cuban natives. Those who have 
means have left the place, avoiding Spanish 
vengeance, or have abandoned their posses- 
sions and joined the patriots. 

“ There is a charitable subscription to help 
the poor, but besides being very small, nine- 
tenths of it remains in the hands of the 
authorities. 

‘* Hopeless, indeed, is the situation of these 
unfortunate ones; sleeping on the ground, 
clad with rags that barely cover their 
bodies; lying on the streets. They have but 
very little water to quench their thirst, so 
the greater number of them become ill and 
die where they lie. In sucha condition there 
are found daily from twelve to fifteen bodies. 

* Girls 13, 14, and 15 years old, conquered 
by their horrible misery, fall victims of the 
brutal appetites of their oppressors. A very 
few of these unfortunate girls are sustained 
by public charity, which very often conceals 
its gifts, fearing to be suspected. 


Situation Steadily Grows Worse. 


“The situation is growing worso every 

moment, as is shown by the following state- 
ment of deaths registered: January, 1897, 110 
deaths; February, 126; March, 183; April, 
295; May, 240, and for the first fortnight of 
June, 149, without any epidemic existing 
during the last two months. 
In June, 1806, was published the first edict 
of reconcentration; then the countrymen 
brought to the towns the fowls, etc., which 
they could save from the rapacity of the 
troops. Later on Weyler declared pacified 
the Province of Pinar del Rio, and they were 
allowed to go back to their plantations, pro- 
vided they had already paid their taxes. 
Many went back, and a few days afterward 
the Spanish columns passing by burned and 
destroyed all they came across, carrying 
along with them all the cattle, the same as 
if it had been captured from the insurgents, 
compelling these poor people, whose dwell- 
ings had been destroyed, to return to the 
garrisoned towns. Many of the old men 
were carried along with the young as pris- 
oners of war, to be cast in a prison, where 
many have died of hunger and many others 
of ill-treatment, but few have ever regained 
their freedom. 

“*On account of this second reconcentra- 
tion the town of Las Cafias, a railroad sta- 
tion in the Artemisa district, three miles 
from the latter town, which had formeriy 
800 inhabitants, now has 3,000, without a 
doctor, an apothecary shop, or any other 
authority than the military commander. 
These people live within the military lines, 
and not even from the nearest places or by 
railroad are they allowed to bring mecti- 
cines, which are regarded as contraband of 
war, and he who is found carrying medicines 
into the town is regarded as ‘aiding the 
rebellion’ and court-martialed as such. 

“ At Guanajay (Pinar del: Rio Province), 
the situation is indescribable. To all the 
calamities at Artemisa must be added the 
fact that many of the inhabitants, more 


carried out, as has been the case with those . 
in regard to the zones of cultivation. In 
very few places have there been any zones of 
cultivation at all, and where they have been 
established it has been for the benefit of 
some prominent man or authority, whose es- 
tates or crops have been attended to by the 

‘ reconcentrados,’ who have been compelled 
to do the work without remuneration. 

“The above narrative is a faithful and 
exact sketch of Pinar del Rio Province, and 
the further to the west the panorama the 
more distressing and appalling.

PLAN OF DRAINAGE BOARD AT JOLIET, 


Extensive Power Piant in Contempla- 
tion and Other Improv 
Under Way. 


Joliet, July 16.—[Special.]—The Com- 
mittee On Engineering of the Drainage 
board spent this forenoon in Joliet, looking 
over the proposed changes in their plans. 
Trustees Wenter, Carter, Boldenweck, and 
Braden arrived at 9:20 and together with 
Attorneys Snapp and O’Donnell went over 
to the Jefferson street bridge. 

The plans as recently announced contem- 
plate the construction of an immense water 
power between Jefferson street and the Rock 
Island bridge. 

“The board is unanimously in favor of 


oss 


- constructing such water power as is possible 


without too great an outlay,” said Trustee 
Wenter, in talking with a reporter. “In 
putting the channel through we furnish 
naturally a large power, but we have not 
the money to develop it all. . 

*“‘Joliet’s present water power is about 
1,200 to 1,300 horse-power, distributed along 
the three dams. What we propose to furnish 
is a water power amounting to 9,000 horse- 
power. 

‘‘It will probably cost us $600,000 extra 
to develop the proposed water power here, 
but the revenue we would receive would not 
be less than $90,000 a year and might amount 
to $200,000 a year.”’ 

After looking over the ground carefully 
the trustees met Chief Enginéer Randolph 
and went into executive session to examine 
the plans and maps he brought with him. 
The trustees are making an effort to secure 
most of their right of way through Joliet 
without Litigation. That will be adopted 
only as a last resort and only in such cases 
where the property-owners refuse what the 
board considers **‘ top notch ’’ figures. 

For the purpose of arriving at the values 
of the lots, the board has appointed an Ap- 
praisement committee. Its members are as 
follows: R. J. Morrison, Assessor of Joliet 
Township; Charlies Dibbell, John Woods, Mr. 
Bogue, a real estate dealer of Chicago, regu- 
larly in the employ of the sanitary district; 
assisting them is John W. Nadelhoffer, the 
agent of the board in Joliet. 

The committee began its work yesterday, 
starting in at Cass street and the river. 
Before the members complete their work 
they will have visited the owner of every 
foot.of ground along the proposed right of 
way, with terms for settlement. If these are 
accepted or others agreed upon, the Drain- 
age Trustees figure that they will save sev- 
eral months of time, in addition to the ex- 
pense of litigation. 


LEACH GETS A VERDICT FOR $16,500, 


Outeome of Damage Suit for Injuries 


Brought by a Former Chicago

TO PUSH ON OTHER TRIALS, - 


Acquittal Relates tothe Morgan County 
Bonds. 


QUESTION OF INTENT CONSIDERED 


The State still has twenty-seven chances 
to convict Charles W. Spalding, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Globe Savings Bank and ex- 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of the 
University of Illinois. There are that num- 
ber of indictments still standing against 
him. Several weeks ago a fury decided that 
he was not guilty of émbezzling bonds of the 
university. At 6:15 last evening anothér 
jury, after being out for seven hours, gave 
a verdict declaring him not guilty of the 
embezzlement of $28,000 worth of Morgan 
County bonds, which were part of the en- 
dowment fund of the State's greatest edu- 
cational institution. 

The verdict, while it simply said “ not 
guilty,”” meant that Spalding had not de- 
bauched a trust, but had simply borrowed 
from the trustees. He was not a defaulter, 
only a “ borrower,” and borrowing Its not a 
feiony. 


There is no telling what might have hap- * 
- pened had any of the lenders been on trial. 


Several jurors: seemed to feel that Spalding 
was not as much to blame for “ borrowing ” 


as others were for lending. . 


Deneen’s Strong Appeal. | 

State’s Attorney Deneen closed for the 
State yesterday morning in a forcible effort. 
His final appeal to the jury was: 

“Every embezzler and every boodler tn 
the State of Illinois will be pleased to hear 
of the acquittal of Spalding. But every 
honest man who believes in the honest ad-. 
ministration of public office and honorable 
business methods will rejoice at his con- 
viction and punishment. It is common 
knowledge that public morals are at a very 
low ebb just now. It is time the public at- 


mosphere is clarified. It ts time public of-° | 
ficials should be shown that public funds ~ 


are a public trust, and that violations of 
law will meet with prompt punishment.” 

Up to the end of the argument everything 
looked bright for the people, gloomy for the 
ex-banker, according to the opinions of all 
who had followed the case. But when Judge 
Dunne had finished reading a great bundle 
of instructions there came a change of feel- 


ing. 

The instructions were decidedly in favor 
of Spalding. 

On the question of “ intent,” which had 
so much to do with Spalding’s former ac- 
quittal, the instructions were positive. 


Instructions of the Court. | 
The instructions included the following: 
“If the jury believes from the evidence 
Spalding had not enough money to pay 
properly drawn warrants and intended to 


use the money derived from the bonds for . 
the university, and if he intended to and . 


did use it he did not use it for himself, and 
therefore is not guilty of embezzlement. 

** Good reputation may of itseif raise a rea- 
sonable doubt of his <uilt, and if from the 
evidence the defendant has shown a good 
previous reputa<ion this must be taken into 
consideration. 

“The court instrnets the jury that not- 
withstanding the law provides the endow- 
ment bonds shall not be used except for the 
purpose of sale and reinvestment, yét the 
defendant’s use of them, whereby they were 
lost to the university, did not constitute em- 
bezzlement if they were used to pay war- 
rants of such university. 

“If the defendant Spalding took the bonds 
and secured a loan Of $25,000 on them, and 
used that loan and an additional sum suf- 
ficient to make up the difference between 
the amount borrowed and the face of the 
bonds with accrited interest in the payment 
of university warrants, notwithstanding he 
had received money from the university to 
meet such warrants, the defendant shall be ' 
found not guilty.” 


One of Especial Weight. 

The last of the long list of instructions, 
and one which had much to do with'the ar- 
rival at the verdict of acquittal, was as fol- 
lows: 

“The jury are instructed that if they be- 
lieve from the evidence that the defendant 
Spalding, as Treasurer of the University of 
lllinois, entered into an agreement or ar- 


‘rangement with the trustees by which ho 


was to pay quarterly to the trustees interest 
on the general fund, so-called, at the rate 
of 2% per cent per annum, and interest 
quarterly on the uninvested endowment 
fund at the rate of 4 per cent per annum, 
that the defendant Spalding charged him- 
self in his reports to the sald trustees with 
interest in the said funds-in accordance 
with the said agreemet or arrangement, 
which said reports were approved by said 
trustees and entered into their corporate 
records, then the court instructs the jury 
that Spalding, in legal effect, borrowed said 
funds from said trustees, that the relation 
of debtor and creditor existed between sald 
Spalding and said trustees, and for the pur- 
poses of this case now on trial it is not ma-~- 
terial what disposition Spalding made of 
said general fund and said uninvested en- 
dowment fund, except as it may tend to 
show the financial condition surrounding 
the defendant at the time that it is alleged 
he hypothecated the endowment funds and 
the intent of the defendant at the time that 
he so hypothecated the same, if the jury be- 
HMeve from the evidence that he did so hy- 
thecate the same.’’

The jury retired at 10:50 o'clock and not~ 
withstanding the instructions seven jurors 
were in favor of aconviction; Foreman Hall 
and Juror Truax led the fight for acquittal, 
it is said, while Jurors Nelson, Griswold, 
the two Bodenheims, Sullivan, and Moran 
fought for a verdict of gullty.

Washington, D. C,, July 16.— 
“There are no negotiations 
pending between the United States and Spain 
in regard to Cuba," said a member of the 
President's official family, “ and nothing will 
be attempted until the arrival of Minister 
Woodford at Madrid. It is expected that Mr 
Woodford will sail for -his post the latter 
part of this month and meanwhile ali dip- 
ljomatic negotiations are to be_held in abey- 
ance. Since his appointment as Minister to 
Spain he has put in a great deal of time 
at Washington studying up the Cuban mat- 
ter in all its details and when he reaches 
Madrid he will be in possession of a) the 
information that could possibly be desired 
or be of any service in reaching a conclusion 
on this subject. When the Spanish authori- 
ties at the Court of Madrid come in contact 
with the new American Minister they will 


find him not only thoroughly posted in regard. 


to the pending question but fortified with 
all the power that the administration can 
possibly grant him. Not a point has been 
overlooked andthe President, Secretary 
Sherman, and Judge Day have in turn com- 
municated their ideas and made suggestions 
to Minister Woodford as to the attitu e of 
this country towards Spain. It is tere an 
American policy throughout and any bluffs 
by the Spaniards will be promptly called. 

“There is absolutely nothing known at 
the State department up to this time in re- 
gard to any combination between Japan and 
Spain directed against thé United States. 
There is a possibility, however, that the 
alliance which has been referred to in recent 


' dispatches from abroad is merely an effort 


to perpetuate the combination between Eu- 
ropean nations and Japan. During the ad- 
ministration of General Grant, when there 
was a demonstration against Cuba, the 
United States quickly ascertained that Spain 
was practically backed up by all the govern- 
ments of Europe, a pledge having been given 
that they would not sit idly by and see Spain 
despoiled of the Gem of the Antilles. I£ 
there is anything at all in the current story 
regarding the Japanese-Spanish alliance it is 
merely a piece of coquettishness on the part 
of Japan with 4 view to eventually getting 
control of the’ Philippine Islands. These 
islands have been regarded with envious eyes 
by Japan for many years and any movement 
towards on amicable understanding between 
Japan and Spain must be taken with consid- 
‘erable grains of allowance. It is more than 
likely that Spain will even go to the extreme 
limit in receiving the Japanese envoy who 
has been ordered to Madrid, but nothing 
will come out of this meeting that will be at 
all dangerous to the peace and comfort of 
the United States. 


“Japan has no idea of antagonizing the 
United States in regard to Hawaii and any 
bluffs made {fn that direction should be re- 
garded at their true value.

The result will be that elther the Car- 
negies will have to drop down to $300 a ton, 
which will be a great triumph for the peo- 
ple, as the average price has been $550, or 
else they will have to go out of thé business 
of furnishing armor piate entirely and allow 
the government to equip its own ships. This 
is the final outcome of the war started on 
the Carnegies’ works by John W. Gates and 
the Illinois Steel company. The bill intro- 
duced in the House by Congressman Lori- 
mer was the entering wedge and the Chi- 
cago représentative at least has the credit 
of having brought the Pennsylvania steel 
barons to a point where they will either 
have to fish or cut bait. The Illinois Steel 
company in its complicated bid to the Navy 
department offered to furnish the govern- 
ment the land for an armor plant for a 
nominal sum and also to furnish the steel 
billets at a certain stipulated price, which 
was very low. At the same time a party 
of Chicago capitalists agreed to purchase 
and donate to the government 500 acres of 
land for the purpose of establishing an ar- 
mor plantin Chicago. This offer, it is under- 
stood, still holds good, and in the event of 
the Carnegie people refusing to accept the 
$300 limit, which is more than probable, Chi- 
cago may yet have an opportunity to bid 
for the erection of a great government fac- 
tory: It is quite within the range of possi- 
bilities that the new battleships may be 
plated with steel made in Chicago, and if 
this should occur ft would at least be a cu- 
rious coincidence that one of the battleships 
now on the ‘stocks and waiting for armor 
has already been named the Illinois. 

There was a funny incident during the 
debate in the House, which the members 
generally did not catch on to or there would 
have been an explosion.

The Democratic members re- 
ferred time and time again to the frauds 
practiced by the Carhegie company in sub- 
mitting armor-plate whose blowholes had 
been stuffed with putty. This fraud was, in 
fact, the chief reason for inducing the House 
to accept the Senate amendment. There 
was all along a positive majority of Re- 
publicans in favor of the $300 rate and the 
government plant. The speeches of the 
Pennsylvania men did not convert any one, 
but on thé contrary Uncle Joe Cannon at 
the last moment strengthened the opposi- 
tion.to the steel combine and drove the last 
nail in the coffin of the great Pennsylvania 
armor trust. 


Reports to Surgeon General Wyman fron. 
American Consuls and inspectors in Cuba 
represent the sanitary situaéion as growing 
worse steadily.

COUNTY JUDGES FIX THEIR PLACES. 


Baker, Ewing, Chetiain, and Water- 
man for Criminal Court—Neely 
Gives Way for Tuley. 


The Cook County Judges held another 
meeting yesterday afternoon to reconsider 
the action of. the meeting held a short time 
ago, in assigning Judges to the Criminal 
Court fer one year. After the question was 


‘@ideussed it was decided not to make any 


change in the assignment forone year. The 
Judges who go to the Criminal Court on 
Sept. t for one year under this arrangement 
‘are Baker, Ewing, Chetlain, and Waterman. 
No law calendars will be prepared for these 
Judges. 

Judge Neely, who was one ofthe newly 
appointed chancellors, has resigned his 
place on the chancery bench in favor of 
Judge Tuley. He wrote a letter to Judge | 
Tuley as follows: 

*“ As the youngest Judge in years and serv- 
ice I take pleasure in giving to you my place 
on the chancery side of the court for the 
next year.”’ 

To this Judge Tuley replied: 

‘J am satisfied your action was prompted 
by the belief that it is to the interest of the 
bar and the public that I be retained in my 
present position. Believing that I can do 
better judicial service as Chancellor than at 
common law, I deem it my duty to accept 
your declination in my favor.” 

During Judge Tuley’s long experience as 
a Cook County jurist he has never had a law

The ac- 
tion was taken because it is claimed that 
the order of the Western union committee 
was advisory and is fot mandatory on the 
board. | 

Will Be a Lively Row. 

However, # the companies represented in 
the Western union order their agents here 
to cut the rates on preferred risks there will 
be a lively row, as the local companies will 
meet the cut and will go them one better by 
cutting on all classes of risks. Local insur- 
ance men representing union companies say 
that if they receive orders to cut. on pre- 
ferred risks they will have no alternative 
but to obey instructions. This is what all 
of the agents expect will be done. They 
claim that there has been no rate cutting 
done here as yet, but during the last few 
days solicitors for some of the companies 
have been extremely active among the busi- 
ness houses and have been offering from 10 
to 20 per cent of a reduction on present rates. 
At the same time all the board agents dis- 
claim all knowledge of any slashing. 

The business-men are stirred up over the 
proposed cut in rates, and are demanding 
for Milwaukee the samé consideration as 
is given to other cities. President Alfred 
James of the Northwestern said: 

“The Northwestern National proposes to 
stand up for the interests of the entire City 
of Milwaukee in this matter, whether it re- 
ceives credit from the public for so doing 
or not, and the attitude of this company is 
simply this: We insist that if a reduction 
is made on preferred business it must be 
upon everything, as we demand that ail 
classes of insured people must and shal be 
treated alike and all fairly. If a question 
in rates comes on any class of business it 
must come on all, and we will immediately 
issue a tariff of rates to that effect. 

Mast Treat All Alike. 

“The Northwestern -National will not, 
under any conditions, accept any such ar- 
rangement as is propose/ and ordered by the 
Western Union Governing committee. It 
must be a reduction on everything, and al! 
must be treated exactly alike. This com- 
pany proposes to look after the Interest of 
Milwaukee, and you can say that the West- 
ern union is not running the business of the 
Northwestern National, and I don’t think 
it ever will.”’ 

As long as rates are maintained the North- 
western will not cut. The Milwaukee Me- 
chanics’ and the Concordia Insurance com- 
panies are acting with the local buard in an 
endeavor to maintain rates, but each has 
a long knife out and both are ready to cur 
long and deep as soon as it is discovered 
that the rate slashing has commenced. 

St. Louis, Mo., July 16.—[Special.]—St. 
Louis may have a fire insurance war as a re- 
sult of the present fight in Illinois, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Indiana, and Wisconsin. One 
of the most prominent agents on the street 
said that unless the companies patched up 
peace very soon the war would spread to St. 
Louis, and also the large Eastern cities. 
The premiums paid in St. Louis last year 
aggregated $2,000,000, of which about $300,- 
0vO was for preferred risks. So it will be 
seen to what.extent an insurance war would 
benefit the public of this city. F. D. Hirsch- 
berg, the well-known underwriter, said: 

“ There is no good reason why the rate war 
should not reach St. Louis. It is a national 
affair, and likely to be widespread. It will 
not affect the Underwriters’ board here, 
however, 80 much as it will the individual 
members. The effect would be to drive 
many of them out of business, because when 
‘rates are cut commissions are cut, and it is 
only the long established and well-to-do 
local agents who can stand a siege of much 
duration. 

“ The fact of it is the Western union Gov- 
erning committee started this fight in the 
interest of risk takers in southern Wiscon- 
sin and northern Ilinois. The Northweet-

Union. All the union men are members of the 
Governing committee, and also are managers of 
foreign companies, which are commonly credited 
with a great desire for a fight in the local field. 

The non-union members of the board are not 
disposed to have matters carried with a high 
hand by the Governing committee outside of 
Chicago without bringing the war into Chicago, 
which pays them more premiums than all the 
territory covered by the reduction in rates com- 
bined. Manager Garrigue of the Merchants’, 
which precipitated the trouble, has agreed to 
postpone any cutting of rates in Chicago until 
the board acts if they are not too long about it. 
‘The company is backing Mr. Garrigute in his po- 
sition. The Governing committee has not in- 
cluded any more territory in its order for lower 
rates, and will also await the meeting of the 
Arbitration board. 

S. A. Rothermel, chairman of the board, said 
yesterday that no plan for a compromise had been 
Suggested. It is generally believed the only way 
to keep the rate war out of Chicago is for the 
Governing committee to rescind its order affect- 
ing southern Wisconsin and northern Illinois. 
This the committee does not seem disposed to do. 
A delegation of agents from Jollet attempted to 
interview the committee yesterday and protest 
against the change in rates, but was not re-. 
ceived. 

In case no compromise is agreed upon the com 
mittee will extend its order for lower rates to 
Michigan, Missouri, and Indiana. 

Manager Garrigue of the Merchants’ was busy 
yesterday answering applications for agencies 
and ineurance in the Merchants’, which came 
from all parte of the territory in which he made 
the offer te meet the reduced rates of the union 
companies. Some of these applications came 
from agencies which represent both union and 
non-union compantes, and ineluded an offer to 
resign the former if the Merchants’ desired.

scarcely A feature of the business outlook 
which fs not encouraging, the season consid- 
ered. Crop prospects have been improved 
by needed rain in some regions, and foreign 
advices continue to promise a large demand. 
In many home industries, particularly in 
building, there is. more activity than in any 
year since 1892, and the week has broughta 
better demand in boots and shoes and in, 
woclens, while the movement of freight, 
mainly iron ore, through the’ Sault 
Ste. Marie Canal, is the largest jn its his- 
tory. With money markets unclouded, there 
is nothing in sight to hinder rapid tmprove- 
ment when uncertainty about legislation has 
been removed, for the miners’ strike could 
not last long if business and indsutries 
should become active. There is much less 
apprehension of a failure of fuel supply 
than there was during the first few days 
when prices rapidly advanced, and large 
quantities of coal from West Virginia have 
reached Northern markets, but some of 
the miners in that State have struck. 

The advance in wheat to 81% cents was not 
due to the government estimate, which was 
followed by a decline, but to foreign advices 
and considerable buying for export. De- 
mand is already felt from Australia, South 
Africa, Brazil, and even Argentina, while 
the promise for European crops is not con- 
sidered bright. The disposition of farmers 
to keep back wheat for higher prices may 
afiect the outward movement, but Atlantic ~ 
exports during July, flour included, have 
been 3,115,443 bushels, against 2,953,817 last 
year, although in the same weeks 4,659,315 
bushels corn went out, against 1,574,072 last 
year. Wheat closed four cents higher for 
the week, and corn one-half cent higher. 
Cotton is a sixteenth higher, the closing or 
partial stoppage of important New England 
mills hardly neutralizing in market estima- 
tion the apprehensions of injury from 
drought. : 

The cotton goods market does not yet re- 
duce large accumulated stocks, as the cur- 
tailment of production shows, but it is grow- 
ing a little more healthy without change in 
prices. 

Woolens for the coming season have not 
been generally shown, though on some low 
priced goods advances of 74 per cent are 
asked, and presumably will be asked on bet- 
ter grades: There is rather more business 
in reorders, and the tone is more confident. 
Speculation in the wool market continues 
with prices at all points stronger, at Boston 
advancing with signs of a boom among deal- 
ers, in which manufacturers are taking 
little part at current prices, and at the West, 
where holders are looking for a great ad- 
vance. Imports at Boston were 28,862 bales 
in two weeks, and dealers are said to have 
bought 100,000 bales more in London. Sales 
were 10,452,500 pounds at the three markets 
for the week, and 24,572,800 in two weeks, of 
which 12,607,200 were domestic. 

The output of iron furnaces July 1 was 
164,064 tons weekly, against 168,380 June 1, 
but seyeral furnaces have gone into biast 
since July 1, and the output ts large for the 
season. Presumably an unprecedented share 
of it is to supply the great steel companies, 
which are even now putting more furnaces 
into blast. and have heavy orders taken 
when prices were dropped, while the demand 
for structural shapes and plants is large, 
and for bars improving, though steel bars 
are now at the lowest quotation ever known 
in Pittsburg, 87% cents to 90 cents, with Bes- 
semer pig quoted slightly lower. Tin plates 
are also lower at $3.10 for full weight, and 
less than $3 ts paid for 100 pound boxes.

SECURITIES IRREGULAR BUT STROKG. 


Weekly Review of the Stock Market 
Shows a General Feeling of

New York, July 16.—Bradstreet’s review 
of the stock market tomorrow will say: 

While the market has been irregular dur- 
ing the last week it was generally strong 
in tone and inclined to advance, though its 
early buoyancy was somewhat modified by 
delay in the conference committee over the 
tariff and reports from Washington of a 
deadlock between the House and Senate 
conferees on the sugar schedule. American 
Sugar stock, which early in the week broke

BRINGING DOWN THE LOGS 


Strike has had little effect and Wall street 
has even entertained a serious belief that 
the reduced supply of bituminous, should 
the strike continue and spread, may in- 
crease the consumption of anthracite and 
benefit the roads dependent on the latter. 

However strong the undertone of the 
market has been, it is.noticed that the 
transactions continue to be largely profes- 
sional and that the general public has not 
taken an active intérest and bull pools and 
large interests have supplied much ‘of the 
buying. The scarcity of stocks is never- 
theless significant as to the fact that hold- 
ers are not inclined to sell, offerings of real 
stock being scanty and the bear traders 
correspondingly cautious. London, todo, re- 
mains indifferent to the American market, 
though all departments there are excessive- 
ly inactive. The fortnightly settlement dis- 
closed a very small account in Americans, 
and it is stated that large blocks of St. Paul 
ana other stocks were taken up for ship- 
ment to this side. Toward the close of the 
week there was some scattered and insig- 
nificant foreign purchasing. Attention is 
paid to the absence of gold exports on a 
stronger exchange market, due to payments 
on imports of sugar and wool and to the’ 
presumption that Europe’s anticipated 
grain requirements may create a flow of 
gold in this direction before the season is 
over. , The continued ease of money and 
the belief that it will be maintained till 
the early autumn facilitates operations by 
bull pools and encourages holders to keep 
their stocks. 

All the industrial stocks were helped by 
the decision of Judge Chester of the New 
York Supreme Court, which, in effect, de- 
clares the Lexow anti-trust law a violation 
of constitutional rights. Tobacco was es- 
pecially strong, but United States Rubber 
was an exception and showed a decline 
on indefinite but unfavorable rumors. Chi- 
cago Gas was well sustained, though Wall 
street took little account of the alleged 
fact that the charter under which the ap- 
proaching consolidation is to be consum- 
mated gives an unassailable right to raise 
the price of gas to $3 per thousand féet.

Here, at the mouth of the Chippewa River 
200,000,000 feet have already been floated 
into the Mississipip, and the lumber coupler | 
here says there are 400,000,000 yet to come. 
All the prominent Mississippi River bays are 
filled with either full rafts or three brail 
sections, waiting to be towed down stream 
to the mills, which in full operation cut up 
a raft in a week. 


Islands Hold the Rafts. 


Hundreds of islands, the only part of 
which now above water !s the dense willow 
growth, are now for miles down stream 
holding whole or parts of rafts. The slack 
water at the foot of these islands makes a 
desirable place in which to harbor logs until 
they are boomed in the raft. 

No less than thirty-three steamers are now 
on the Upper Mississippi engaged in caring 
ye — property of the big Iowa and Illinois 
m 

A single raft generally consists of six 
brails, each forty-five feet wide and 600 
feet long. Some of the steamers with an 
assisting bow boat tow two full rafts, which 
makes the immense collection measure when 
boomed together nearly a quarter of a mile 
long and 270 feet wide. . 

The average value of a double raft, which - 
contains approximately 2,000,000 fet of pine 
lumber in logs, is $35,000. 

In late years there has been a great deal of 
machinery invented and put into use in tow- 
ing logs down the river. Most of this con- 
sists of hand tools of various descriptions— 
steel brail lines and wedges, boom chains, 
and plugs. Rafts are practically steered by 
machinery.

WORDS FOR THE HOMEMAKER OF 
LIMITED MEANS. 


Advice from a Successful House Deco- 
rator, Who Says One Should Buy 
Fewer and Better Things and Think 
More of the Art Displayed fm Thetr 
Construction than the Material Em- 
ployed—House May Be Revolntion- 
ized by Using the Right Color. , 


“ What is your advice to the average house- 
keeper who craves artistic surroundings ana 
has little money to spend?’ a successful 
house decorator was asked. 

“YT would say buy fewer and better things, 


_ and think more of the art displayed in their 


construction than in the material employed. 


Furniture made out of good ash, birch, white- 


wood, spruce, strongly and serviceably put 
together. is more to the purpose than that of 
cheaply made mahogany, much ornamented 
with beadings and moldings. Chintz is more 
desirable than stringy cotton-backed plush, 
and if one cannot afford curtains and 
draperies of expensive lace she may evolve 
charming effects in muslin or even cheese- 
cloth. Painted wood is easier managed in 
regard to decorative effect than wood fin- 
ished in natural tones, that is, where ex- 
pense is to be considered. In the matter of 
ornament @ single plaster cast, ifjt be really 
artistic, is better than a piece of marble 
statuary poorly executed, and then a person 
of taste can so completely revolutionize a 
house by using the right colors in the right 
place. I don’t believe that people dream of 
half the possibilities to be got out of 
judicious use of colors, There are colors 
that are refreshing and broadening, others 
that absorb light and give a boxed-up ap- 
pearance to a room, others that make a room 
with a bleak northern exposure or with no 
exposure at all appear bright and cheerful; 
geome that make a room appear warm, some 
that make it coid. 
Possibilities of Color. 
“The thermometer seems to fall six de- 


grees when you walk into a blue room. Yel- 
low is an advancing color; therefore, a room 


_ fitted up in yellow will appear smaller than 


it is. On the other hand, blue of a certain 
shade introduced generously into a room 
will give an idea of space. Red makes no 
difference in regard to size. Green makes 
very little. Ifa bright, sunny room gets its 
light from a space obtruded upon by russet- 
colored or yellow-painted houses, or else 
looks out upon a stretch of green grass, it 
should be decorated in a color very <iffer- 
ent fronf the shade chosen if the light comes 
from only an unbroken expanse of sky Red 
brings out in a room whatever hint of green 
lurks in the compositicn of the other colors 
employed. Green needs sunlight to develop 
the yellow in it and make it seem cheerful. 
If olive or red brown be used in conjunction 
with mahogany furniture the effect is very 
different: from 
used. Blue would develop the tawny orange 
lurking in the mahogany. If a ceiling is to 
be made higher, leave it light that it may 
appear to recede. Deepening the color used 
on the ceiling would make it lower, an effect 
desirable if the room is small and the ceil- 
ing very high. Various tones of yellow are 
substitutes for sunlight.’’ 


' Evelution of House Decorating. 

House decorating has come to have a dif- 
ferent meaning from its interpretation a 
few years ago. Formerly it referred rather 
to the superfitiities than the essentials of ex- 
istence; now the decorator, besides consid- 
ering effects in an esthetic sense, is conquer- 
ing real matter-of-fact, everyday problems. 
A certain. young enthusiast in the profession 
says she lies awake at night devising orig- 
inal ways to make beauty and utility join 
hands, and yet not make too much of a de- 
mand on her patron’s purse.

“*I like to get hold of a tunnel-shaped room 
ahd make it look square and shapely. I like

don World says: 
With startling suddenness the crino%ne 
‘collapsed. No one could give any satis- 
factory answer to the question, which 
formed the title of an amusing though anon- 
ymous magazine article of the period, ‘ Who 
Killed Crinoline?” Many theories were sug- 
gested; it was currently reported that 4 
lesding dressmaker had sent two of her work 
giris, shorn of crinoline, into the park, and 
that the hint was taken by society. What- 
ever the proximate.cause might have been, 
the crinoline died the death it meriteg, and 
for awhile a #une moderation rul Ina 
certain passage in ‘ Foul, Play’ Charles 
Reade gave his opinion that the feminine 
dress of this period was the most gracéful 
and appropriate of any in recent times. 
Podices fitted closely, skirts were plain and 
unpretentious, the hair was worn parted in 
>the middle, and brushed back into a simple 
coil; the whole gives an impression of 
virtuous dowdiness. This period of sim- 
plicity was short-lived and in a year or two 
the most extraordinary excrescences began 
to show themselves upon the fashionabiy 
dressed woman. At the back of the head 
buiged the chignon, with coil upon coil of 
false hair, which tilted the hat over the nose 
of the wearer. The jacket, loose and form- 
less, was cut short to exhibit the enormous 
bustle behind. Round the skirt were hide- 
ous polonaises, with stiff folded flounces or 
kilted frills. With hands itncased in tight 
one-button gloves and feet compressed into 
high-heeled shoes, the women folk of 187¢ 
and the succeeding year or two tottered 
about with their bodies distorted into the 
curve of ugliness which was known as the 
* Grecian bend.’ Probably no age and no na- 
tion has ever devised a dress so hopelessly 
devoid of ease or elegance; from the ‘ kiss 
me quick’ curls which trailed from the 
chignon to the last flounce of the skirt there 
is not a line which does not torture the eye. 

“ But the reaction was speedy. While the 
- bustle was retained the skirt was drawn 
more and more tightly from the front, uftil 
Mr. Du Maurier was able without exaggera- 
tien to exhibit the consternation of a lady 
in a fashionable ball dress who found her- 
self unable to mount her hostess’ stairs. 
By 1878 the bustle had disappeared as com- 
pletely as the crinoline, and the woman who 
would be in the mode wore a dress which 
fitted as tightly to her figure as the skin of 
an eel. As morning wear she donned a 
close-fitting jersey, which was trying to 
those whose figures erred on either side ot 
moderation. It was at this period, too, that 
the fringe appeared again upon the feminine 
forehead, for the first time for about a 
.ouple of centuries. Mrs. Grundy, however, 
had something to say against the eel-skin 
dress, buttoned down the back, which dis- 
closed every line of the figure; and the 
esthetic craze came to the rescue of the goog 
lady. There was much that was ridiculous 
in estheticism; but it must be admitted that, 
‘apart from its exaggerations, it provided 
our women folk with the most graceful dress 
that the Victorian era has known. Notall 
women, however, were esthetics, and side 
by side with the loose bodice and sleeves, 
the hanging skirt, and the towzled hair, you 
may trace a concurrent development of the 
bustle and the crinolette, which latter 
reached its genith in 1885. But the esthetic 
movement marked the first breaking away 
| of women from the tyranny of the fashion 
plate, nor has its influence by any mean 
pessed away. It has at least left behind it 
a certain individuality in dressing, and in 
every drawing-room you may distinguish 
between the women who dress to suil their 
dressmakers and the women who dress to 
sult themselves. 

‘*From 1885, when the crinolette and the 
kilted skirt were a burden, to the present 
day the fashion has changed continually, 
but with a general trend toward simplicity 
and ease. A year ortwo ago there wasa cry 
that the crinoline and the chignon were 
again imminent, and a certain increase in 
“the circumference of. the fashionable skirt 
gave ground for ‘apprehension. But the 
bicycle came as a steadying tniluence. Golf 
and the cycle together have done a greft 
deal to curb the extravagance of fashion. 
Women must either dress simply or they 
must renounce the bicycle anc fo ke the 
golf links. There is nothing so serviceable 
for exercise as the plain skirt and the un- 
pretending blouse; and the combination, 
which has held its own for half a dozen 
years already, will probably, with slight 
modifications of outline, maintain its posi- 
,» tion at least to the end of the century.”

WORK OF OUR WOMEN IN INDIA. 


Miss Mary Rachel Dobson Heads a 
Settlement of University Women 
in the Land of the Hindoos. 


There is a thriving settlement for univer- 
sity women in India. One of the most active 
workers is Miss Mary Rachel Dobson, 
daughter of Austin Dobson, the poet. She, 
with a band of fellow-workers, has followed 
the Parsees to the hills during the plague, 
though the headquarters of the settlement 
is Bombay. In an issue of a paper published 
in the interest of the settlement one of the 
workers wrote: 

“The city, which in size ranks second 
only to London among the towns of the 
British Empire, would, we believe, afford 
the greatest scope for work of this kind. 
Besides a large Mohammedan and Hindoo 
population, it contains a colony of 60,000 
Parsees. This influential and enlightened 
race has as yet been almost untouched by 
missionary effort; Western missionaries 
may lead the way, but the true reformers 
of India must eventually be natives fully 
consecrated and highty qualified. It is as 
a training school for such that this set- 
tlement is to find its highest mission. For 
women's work among them there is a dis- 
tinct opening; the Parsee ladies are free 
from Mohammedan and Hindoo restrictions; 
education with them, though partial, is uni- 
versal, and they are eager for.Western cult- 
ure and intercourse with English women. 
The missionaries of western India are 
unanimous in declaring, on the one hand, 
that there is urgent need among them for 
missionary extension on educational lines; 
on the other, that women with upiversity 
education, and these alone, can engage in 
this work with hope of success. 

“It is hoped this scheme may develop in 
more than one direction. In the districts of 
Nasik and Malegaon, about 100 miles from 
Bombay, there’ is pressing need for lady 
doctors among the 2,000,000 native women, 
who are almost entirely without medical 
aid. There it is hoped to establish a medical 
branch of the settlement as soon as two 
fully qualified lady doctors offer for the 
work. In future years we may therefore 
see in every university center in India a 
band of women representing the missionary 
effort of the universities at home; for who 
can tell what the reflex influence on our 
colleges will be of such organized repre- 
sentation of women students in the foreign 
field ?”’ 


‘SOCIAL ELEMENT OF THE BIKE. 


| Tandems in Great Demand—An Expert 


Rider Says Women Should 0c- 
cupy the Rear Seat. 


The sociable element in cycling promises 
to play an important part among the pleas- 
ure-seeking bicyclists this season. Tan- 
dems seem to be in great demand among 
riders who can boast of ‘“ best girls,’’ and 
every other combination which leads to pro- 
pinquity of the sexes is having a fair trial. 
So far the tandem seems to have secured 
the largest following, but there is some dif- 
ference of opinion as to how the riders 
should be seated. A veteran of the road 
ventures the following opinion: 

‘In one thing, at least, it has been defi- 
nitely settled that lovely woman shall take 
a back seat. We have been a long time 
coming to this conclusion, for up to the end 
of last season the woman was placed in 
front. In this position she had the full ben- 
efit of the head wind and also obstructed 
the view of the real controller of the ma- 
chine. This form of cycling should become 


very fashionable. The vast increase of pow- 


er which a properly constructed double 
machine gives to its riders must, sooner or 
later, be fully recognized by those who have 
hitherto gone in for two safeties to every 

The reasons advanced in favor of tandem 
combinations are that the woman is free 
from the care which follows in the wake of 
the single rider, and that she has nothing 
to trouble her except to stick on when the 
pace’ becomes fast. It is also argued that 
the man in front, when he feels fit, can go 
us fast as he pleases without fear of leav- 
ing his companion behind; that greater 
distances can be covered in the same time 
and with more comfort, and that by such 
an arrangement there are only two tires in- 
stead of four exposed to puncture. The 
tandem advocate winds up by saying that 
the “ swing ’”’ which a.pair attains at a fast 


pace is a pleasure unknown to the rider 


of a single machine.—Rochester Times.

Dissatisfaction Said to Re More Gen. 
eral than Would Be the Case 12 
There Were More Homes and More 
of the Social Life Possible Only 
When the Sexes Are More Nearly 
Equal in Nambers—United British 
Women's Emigration Society,

Within the last fifty years the na 
Europe have seized vast parts of the ean 
surface, chiefly in Africa and Asia, but rdey 
cluding also many islands of the Pacific. 
total area that has thus come under Eu. 
ropean flags is nearly as large as North 
South America together. Some of these Pe. 
gions have been well adapted for white set. 
tlement, and emigrants have been encour. 
aged to go tothem. The European nations 
call these far-off lands their colonies, ang 
they are anxious to make them self-support. 
ing and develop them into markets for home 
manufactures. 

There is a question which is at 
»more and more attention, and that is the 
scarcity of white women-in these colonies, 

In the French colonies, for instance, « 
where the conditions are most favorable fop 
colonization, as in Algeria, there are from 
four to six French men for every 
woman. For the most part, there ts no fap. 
ily life, and dissipation is more general than 
would be the case if there were more homes 
and more of the social life that is possibis 
only when the sexes are in nearly equal num. 
bers. Mr. Chailley-Bert, who recently 
in the Paris Debats about the paucity of 
white women in the French colonies, saig 
that the young men there were like the roar. 
ing lion, who “ goeth about seeking whom he 
may devour.”’ 

Problem Not Easy to Solve. 

It is not easy to solve the problem in the 
French colonies, for the young women of 
France are not at all eager to expatriate 
themselves, even to find good husbands ang 
comfortable homes. There are hundreds of 
colonists who would like to get married, 
A colonist in Algeria has recently been tej. 
ing his experience. He says that for threes 
years he sought, in his own social circle in 
France, fora young woman who would shares 
his fortunesinthecolony. At the end of that 
time his perseverance was rewarded and he 
is now married, The fact is, however, that 
he did not find a wife among the young wom- 
en with whom he had been accustomed tg 
associate. They liked the colonist, but the 
colony terrified them. His wife is a worthy 
woman, the daughter of a farm laborer, and 
she is making him a good helpmeet in his 
colonial home. 

British and Dutch colonists do not it so 
difficult to induce the fair sex of their ola 
homes to share their lot In newer parts of 
the world; and when they have found it 
really difficult to get wives from their moth- 
er country many of the Dutch in the Hast 
Indies have not disdained to be joined in 
lawful wedlock with the daughters of the 
natives. 

Many white men are now living tn tropical 
regions, like equatorial Africa, where they 
have really no right to ask a white woman 
to share their dangers and hardships. Few 
women from the north temperate zone are 
able to survive one or two child-bearing ex- 
periences in tropical Africa. Some white 
men who live there have expressed the opin- 
ion that it ts little short of a crime to bring 
women of their own race to thosé regions. 
The late Dr. Wolf, the German explorer, 
said that any white man there who wanted a 
wife should marry one of the natives of the 
country. Some of the Europeans in 
have followed his advice, and amo 
Dr. Grenfell, the explorer and missi 
who married a negro girl who ha 
educated at a missfon station on the 
coast. 


Situation in Canada. 
Two months ago the Canadian newspar 
contained an advertisement from a mimiheg 
camp in British Columbia in which it was an- 
nounced that the camp was wholly destitute 
of women, that neither gambling nor the 
sale of intoxicating liquors was permitte¢ 


dustrious, had saved money, and now they 
wanted wives and homes, and young women 
of the dominion were invited to enter into 
correspondence with a committee as pre- 
liminary to possible immigration to the camp 
and marriage with the bachelors thereof. 
The scheme is not to be commended. Each 
miner had better use some of the money he 
has saved to visit a district where women 
are plentiful. If he is the right sort, he will 
probably convince some damsel that she can 
be happy even in a miner’s cabin in the far 
Northwest. 

Even today in large parts of Canada, — 
Australia, and Cape Colony, there are not 
women enough to supply the demand for . 
wives. But when the societies that promote 
the emigration of women to the colonies 
send out a party, the last thing in their 
minds, apparently, is the better chance 
these women will have to get husbands, 
They simply send women who lack work to 
colonies that lack women. Their character 
and fitness for emigration must be approved, 
and then they are sent on the long journey 
in the charge of matrons, who see to thet 
comfort and are responsible for their safety 
until situations that will yield them a living 
are found for them. The United British 
Women’s Emigration association, the largest 
of all these societies, would refuse to assist 
any woman to emigrate if she should openly 
avow that she was seeking a husband rather 
than opportunities for work. |
